Two weeks later, Mr Risk and 
his girlfriend Emma Thurgood 
(29 were stopped by Asda 
security guards in the town 
centre and questioned about 
shoplifting. According to Mr 
Risk, they identified him as the 
man who had activated the 
alarm two weeks earlier. 

“Two PCSOs and then two 
police officers turned up and 
arrested us -1 couldn’t believe 
it, I would never do that,” he 
told the Star. “The police put us 
in a cell for six hours while they 
got Asda management back to 
the store to recheck the security 
tapes because they thought it 
was a bit fishy.” 

Mr Risk, from Hoddesdon, was 
released without charge. “1 have 
been quite unwell since the 
whole thing happened, even 
though the police were brilliant 
throughout. 1 fully blame Asda 
for it.” 

An Essex Police spokesman 
confirmed Asda security guards 
had apprehended the couple on 
the basis of CCTV evidence 
and said they were released 
without charge at 1,40am last 
Wednesday. 

An Asda spokeswoman said: 

“In relation to an allegation of 
shoplifting at Asda Harlow, we 
can confirm CCTV footage has 
been passed to the police. This 
is now a police matter and 
therefore it is inappropriate for 
us to comment further.”

Drugs giant 
cuts 150 jobs

PHARMACEUTICALS 
giant Glaxosmithkline is 
to axe scores of jobs from 
its research and develop¬ 
ment teams by the end of 
this week. 

The firm refused to con¬ 
firm the exact number of 
staff at its Third Avenue base 
facing redundancy, but it is 
understood to be in excess of 
150 and will include scien¬ 
tists and support workers. 

The Star first reported on 
potential cutbacks at GSK last 
November but it has remained 
unclear until now just how and 
when the Harlow facility would 
be affected. 

GSK has recently struggled in 
the face of competition from 
cheaper generic medicines and 
has already made several staff 
cuts in other departments. 

In June, it was revealed that 
profits were hit by an estimated 
£lbn annual loss in sales of dia¬ 
betes medication Avandia fol¬ 
lowing a damning report which 
hinted at a possible link between 



the drug and an increased risk of 
heart attacks in patients. 

The redundancies are the lat¬ 
est stage of a costs-reduction 
process intended to save GSK 
£700m a year - although the 
firm still splashed out £362m on 
the high-profile purchase of 
American drugs firm Sirtris as 
recently as April. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said: “I’m extremely disappoint¬ 
ed to hear about the proposed 
redundancies at the Harlow GSK 
site. The company has informed 
me that the restructuring process 
is due to changes in the market 
and ongoing pressures to 
economise. 


“1 have, however, been told 
that the future of the site in 
Harlow is secure and the compa¬ 
ny is trying to redeploy as many 
staff as possible and I will be 
pushing for this very strongly.” 

A GSK spokeswoman said the 
firm would do all it could to sup¬ 
port staff affected by the cuts 
and had already opened talks. 

“These changes are part of 
GSK’s longer-term strategy to 
ensure that we invest in key 
areas of future growth and 
evolve our business to compete 
effectively in what is a rapidly 
changing and challenging envi¬ 
ronment for pharmaceutical 
companies,” she added.

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Burglars steal 
cars to make 
their getaway 

A SPATE of thefts from homes 
and cars has prompted a 
warning from Harlow police. 

A total of 20 incidents were 
reported in just seven days. In 
some instances, the thieves 
have taken car keys from 
properties and driven off in the 
owners’ vehicles. 

Crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony said: “There 
continues to be a spate of 
burglaries where keys are 
taken and used to steal cars. 
“We would ask people to keep 
their car keys in a safe place 
and keep doors properly 
locked, even when they’re at 
home.” 

He said thefts from vehicles 
was an ongoing problem. 
“Despite regular reminders 
from police, some owners are 
still leaving valuables on 
display in their unattended 
vehicles,” he said. “The cost of 
repairing damage caused by 
breaking into a vehicle often 
exceeds the value of items 
stolen.” 

In the latest spate of thefts, 
valuables were taken from 
homes in Rundlles, Fenton 
Grange, Fullers Mead and 
Tysea Close, while Passmores 
School, in Tendring Road, was 
also broken into and four 
computers stolen. 

Vehicles have been stolen from 
various areas of the town, 
including Hawkenbury, 
Coalport Close and 
Willowfield.

Aldi in fresh bid 

at Stow 



BUDGET food store chain Aldi 
has resubmitted plans to build a 
supermarket on a derelict site in 
Harlow - more than a year after 
an appeal against its first refusal 
failed. 

The German retailer is trying to win 
over council planners by scaling down 
its initial proposal for a store, 72-space 
car park and 14 flats on the former 
Charvills car showroom site, in The 
Stow. 

The original scheme was thrown out by 
planning officers in June 2006 because it 
contravened Government guidelines on the 
development of supermarkets outside of 
existing shopping centres. 

A subsequent appeal in March 2007 failed 
because planning inspectors said there was

no hard evidence for shopping needs. 

But the company hopes the revised pro¬ 
posals submitted to the council, which are 
said to detail improved links to The Stow, 
will prove successful. It has even organised a 
public consultation event at which the plans 
can be viewed. 

Aldi development director Roland Stanley 
said: “The food store proposed in this latest 
scheme will create just under 1,000 m 2 of net 
retail floor space, a similar size of store to 
those in Romford, Upminster and 
Hoddesdon. 

“As part of the proposals, there will be sig¬ 
nificant enhancements of the link between 
the nearby neighbourhood centre and the 
proposed development, with new landscap¬ 
ing, seating areas and planting to draw peo¬ 


ple between the two. This will link to The 
Stow itself and the accompanying car park¬ 
ing already available at the centre.” 

Mr Stanley added: “We hope that the new 
store proposals will bring additional vitality 
and life to the existing neighbourhood cen¬ 
tre. We hope local residents also feel the 
same when they see our proposals next 
week.” 

Demolition of existing buildings at the site 
is already going ahead. 

Orchard Croft resident and former coun¬ 
cillor Jane Steer, who collected 1,000 signa¬ 
tures in support of the original plans, said she 
was delighted with the new proposal, adding 
that it would give elderly residents in the area 
somewhere convenient to shop. 

“I think it’s what The Stow desperately 
needs,” she added. 

The public exhibition of the plans takes 
takes place from 3-7.30pm on Tuesday at 
Moot House Hall, in The Stow.

Council in the 
good books 
after a visit 
from auditors 

WATCHDOGS have given 
Harlow Council a clean bill of 
health for its management of 
finances and annual accounts. 
Only a few months after the new 
Conservative administration 
revealed the authority could be 
facing a £10m deficit, 
independent auditors have said 
the council is doing all it can to 
secure economy, efficiency and 
effectiveness. 

The draft Annual Governance 
Report for the authority’s 
2007/08 accounts was handed to 
councillors at Thursday’s policy 
and resources committee and, 
despite grumbles that the 
document was not handed to 
members early enough in 
advance, it met with a positive 
response. 

However, the council has been 
told to put measures in place to 
further improve the way it 
handles its asset register and was 
asked to draw up an action plan 
in order to maintain a more 
robust system in the future. 
Speaking after the meeting, 
committee chairman Simon 
Carter said: “There are a number 
of areas of strength and we are 
making improvements already in 
our financial arrangements. 
“There are improvements to be 
made in the management of the 
council’s assets, which we are 
already aware of. However, the 
district auditor found that the 
council has made the necessary 
arrangements to secure economy, 
efficiency and effectiveness in 
the use of its finances. 

“With any inspection of this 
nature, the findings will be used 
to ensure that the council 
continues to improve its 
monitoring and use of financial 
resources.” 

More cash for 
mental health 
care services 

PEOPLE with mental health 
problems will soon be reaping 
the rewards of a multi-million 
pound investment package 
designed to improve care 
provision across North Essex. 
According to the North Essex 
Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust’s annual report, £10m will 
be pumped into local mental 
health services this year - the 
largest-ever capital investment 
programme in the trust’s history. 
The money will be used to 
maintain and upgrade facilities 
throughout the county, including 
the Derwent Centre at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, and 
will allow the trust to employ 
extra staff. 

The report also outlined plans to 
focus on the needs and wants of 
patients over the coming year to 
help provide accessible, 
responsive and effective care. 
Acting chief executive Andrew 
Geldard said: “People are at the 
heart of what we do and their 
experience of our service is 
where we will focus our efforts 
this year.”

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Family's divided 
by school's rules

A MOTHER-of-four has claimed 
her children’s education is suffer¬ 
ing because they are enrolled at 
different primary schools. 

Siana Taylor (27), of Tawneys Road, 
already has one son, Kristian (8), attend¬ 
ing Holy Cross Roman Catholic school 
but her four-year-old, Sebastian, was 
denied a place there earlier this year and 
is now at Purford Green Infants. 

Mrs Taylor cannot drive and has to leave 
her house at 7.50am each day to make sure 
her sons get to school on time. 

“If a teacher wants to see me after school 
for some reason then I am late to pick the 
other one up, and their teacher might want to 
see me as well,” said Mrs Taylor. 

“If this policy is used on all of my chil¬ 
dren, I could end up with four children in 
four different schools.” 

She added that, while understanding the 
faith school’s admissions criteria was differ¬ 
ent, there was no logic in taking one non- 
Catholic child and not his brother. 

“We applied for the place last September 
and then were not told until April this year he 
had not got in - that was during the Easter 
holidays, so that was no good for us to take 
immediate action and we had to wait for two 
weeks to sort something else out and appeal. 

“Essex County Council’s appeal process is 
no good at all, as there seems to be too much 
paperwork involved for staff to bother to try 


and do it.” 

Holy Cross Primary headteacher Sue 
McGuiggan, while unable to comment on 
individual cases, said: “The school’s admis¬ 
sion criteria are clear and all parents are 
made aware of them before they apply for 
places. 


“Each child is considered individually and 
each application is placed in the relevant cat¬ 
egory in the published criteria. 

“If there is a sibling issue then the appli¬ 
cation is at the top of the category in which 
they fall. We take great pains to ensure that 
we make it a fair process for all parents.”

Tories quizzed on 
crisis in economy 

LIBERAL Democrats sitting on Harlow 
Council have challenged Conservatives to 
say where they stand on the problems fac¬ 
ing Britain’s ailing economy. 

The group claims the Tories have been 
quick to criticise the Government over the 
national economic downturn but have not 
given any indication of how they would 
have done things differently. 

Lib Dem group leader Chris Millington 
said residents had a right to know what the 
ruling Tory administration would do to 
revive the economy. 

“The credit crunch started last year but 
so far the Conservatives have said a lot 
about how badly the economy is going and 
very little about how they want the econo¬ 
my restored to health,” he said. “Their 
empty words have got them through until 
now but they are no substitute for actual 
proposals when it comes to tackling the 
serious problems facing our economy. 

“It seems to me that the Conservatives 
are either clueless about how to solve 
[these] problems or have policies they 
want to keep hidden.” 

But council leader Andrew Johnson 
defended his party’s stance on the econo¬ 
my, accusing Mr Millington of “playing 
politics” with financial issues. 

“Our party has clearly said this week at 
our conference that city bosses must bear 
responsibility for their actions and has crit¬ 
icised those who have caused these prob¬ 
lems by irresponsibility,” he said. 

“Regarding taxes, George Osbourne 
clearly outlined this week a series of pro¬ 
posed changes to the taxation system, 
notably a proposal to freeze council tax for 
two years with a massive investment in 
local government.”

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Police swoop on 
drug 'gardeners' 




A SERIES of raids on 
properties in Harlow 
resulted in police smashing 
a sophisticated and profes¬ 
sional cannabis operation 
said to be worth about 
£300,000 a year, a court was 
told. 

Hundreds of plants seized 
from houses in Old Road, 
Foldcroft and Purford Green 
were valued at about £100,000, 
but the yield during a year could 
have been as high as £100,000 
from each property. 

After mounting a surveillance 
operation, police teams swooped on 
the properties in March and arrested 
a number of Vietnamese people. 

Hung Pham (27) and his girlfriend 
Tuyet Nguyen (21) fled the house in 
Foldcroft as officers approached. He 
was arrested in the grounds of 
Princess Alexandra Hospital and she 
was captured in a road nearby. 

Sinh Cao (24) was arrested in the 
driveway at Old Road, having 
entered the building and then come 
out again, while Long Nguyen (21) 
was arrested at the Old Road prop¬ 
erty. He was found to be in posses¬ 
sion of a set of keys for the Purford 
Green premises. 

Christopher Paxton, prosecuting, 
said estimates of the value of the 
cannabis involved was £43,000 from 
Old Road, between £26,000-£29,000 
at Purford Green and between 


£25,000-£27,000 at Foldcroft. 
However, each house could have 
produced three crops a year, making 
a total of between £284,000 to 
£318,000. 

Mr Paxton said various equipment 
was found in the properties and the 
electricity supply had been bypassed 
to prevent suspicion from high bills. 

Laura McGowan, representing 
Long Nguyen, said he got caught up 
in the operation after falling into dire 
circumstances. 

Sarah Steggles, appearing for 
Hung Pham and Tuyet Nguyen, said 
they met on the way from Vietnam 
and he had been offered the job of 
looking after the Foldcroft address 
while his girlfriend was just visiting 
the premises. 

Tim Williams, representing Cao, 
said his father in Vietnam had 
become seriously ill and he needed 
to earn some money. 

Long was jailed for three years, 
Pham and Nguyen for two years and 
Cao for 20 months. All admitted 
being concerned in producing 
cannabis. 

Passing sentence, Judge Peter 
Fenn told them:“This was a sophisti¬ 
cated and professional set-up, no 
doubt at minimal cost to those who 
set it up but with substantial gains at 
the end of the day. 

“The four of you were gardeners 
but had there been evidence you 
were higher up the organisation, the 
sentences would have been signifi¬ 
cantly higher.”

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Jail for man who had 
brief sex with girl (14) 


A MAN who had sex with a 
14-year-old girl has been 
jailed for 15 months. 

Roofer Luke Saunders (22), 
of Sycamore Field, Harlow, 
pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court to a charge of sex¬ 
ual activity with an underage 
girl. He was placed on the Sex 
Offenders Register for 10 years. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub ordered 
a second charge, of meeting a girl 
under 16 following sexual grooming, 
to be left on file after Saunders 
denied the offence. 

Stephanie Farrimond, prosecuting, 
said the girl - who cannot be identi¬ 
fied for legal reasons but who lives 
in Harlow - was on her computer on 
the weekend at the beginning of May 
using a messaging service. Saunders 
contacted her and she told him she 
was 14. 

“He asked her for a photo and she 
emailed him one,” said Miss 
Farrimond. He later contacted her 
and they exchanged mobile phone 
numbers. 

Saunders asked if they could meet 
the following weekend but she said 
she was busy. However, after further 
contact, he suggested the weekend 
after and they arranged to meet at the 
underpass at Katherine’s Way. 

When the girl returned home she 
told her mother she had fallen asleep 
at a friend’s house but at school the 
following day she claimed she had 


been raped. 

She later told police she had 
arranged to meet Saunders who, 
when questioned by officers, said 
they had sex with her consent. 

He said: “We met in the under¬ 
pass, I walked up to her and said 
‘alright?’ and we walked to the 
museum. On the way, she spoke 
about having sex with her former 
boyfriends and said before she went 
out her mother had joked ‘don’t for¬ 
get your condom’.” 

Samantha Leigh, in mitigation, 
said that the sex had lasted “10 sec¬ 
onds at most” and there was no vio¬ 
lence. “Nothing was done against 
her will,” she added. 

Urging the judge not to send 
Saunders to jail, Miss Leigh said he 
had sent a text message to the girl to 
check she had got home safely. 

Jailing him on Monday, Judge 
Goldstaub told Saunders: “You were 
21 at the time and she told you she 
was 14. You should have dropped it 
then but you carried on with the 
internet communications and even¬ 
tually arranged to meet in person. 

“Within a short time you had full 
sexual intercourse of brief duration - 
it seems she had no previous pene¬ 
trable sex experience - but you did¬ 
n’t believe you were corrupting this 
child or introducing her to sexual 
activity. 

“ft is an offence against decency 
that anyone should have sexual rela¬ 
tions with a child of 14.”

Developers ready 
to consult public 
on housing plans 

DEVELOPERS looking at the 
possibility of building on land bordering 
the south-west of Harlow will test public 
opinion during a two-day consultation 
exercise starting tomorrow (Friday). 

Last month, Harlow Council and local 
organisations met to identify the kind of 
issues which might need to be addressed 
if developers put forward proposals to 
build on the Epping Forest side of the 
border. 

During that meeting, council chiefs 
reminded developers they would be 
concerned about any development which 
created traffic or other problems for 
people living in the Sumners area of the 
town. 

Sarah Conlan, of developer Crest 
Nicholson, which is holding the 
consultation, said: “The councils will be 
looking for sites for 16,000 new homes 
to be built in the greater Harlow area by 
2021 and we think our site could deliver 
a small part of that total sooner rather 
than later. 

“West Sumners, on the south-western 
edge of Harlow, would be a well- 
contained, rounding-off of the Sumners 
development started some 30 years ago. 
“We are talking about it at this early 
stage because we want to understand the 
issues of importance to nearby residents, 
the councils and local interest groups. 
This is an open invitation to everyone to 
come along to the drop-in events and to 
have a say.” 

A spokesman for the authority said: 

“The council will consider any aspects 
of the proposed development that fall 
within Harlow’s boundaries through the 
planning committee, if and when a 
planning application is submitted.” 
Residents will be able to voice their 
opinions tomorrow (Friday) from 2-9pm 
and on Saturday from 10am-4pm at 
Kingsmoor Community Church, in 
Pamdon Wood Road, Harlow.

URGENT and emergency health¬ 
care provision in Harlow is 
among the worst in the country, 
according to a damning report 
compiled by an independent 
health watchdog. 

West Essex Primary Care Trust, 
which is responsible for running the 
vast majority of healthcare services in 
the town, is ranked as one of the least 
well-performing trusts in the country, 
scoring a below-average 2.67 points 
out of a possible five in the compre¬ 
hensive patient survey carried out by 
the Healthcare Commission. 

The PCT comes under fire for poor 
phone access to out-of-hours GP services, 
below-par ambulance response times for

critical emergency calls and inadequate 
facilities for disabled people. 

Communication between different serv¬ 
ices is another major concern highlighted in 
the report, while the management of local 
emergency care networks is also given the 
thumbs-down by dissatisfied patients. 

Healthcare Commission chief executive 
Anna Walker said: “People often don't 
know which services to use, and too often 
have to repeat their story time and time 
again because services don’t always share 
information effectively. 

“Navigating between services can be dif¬ 
ficult and confusing for patients and this 
can have a real impact, especially on people 
with more complex needs, such as older 


people and people with disabilities. 

“We are calling on the Government and 
healthcare organisations to renew their 
efforts to get the whole system working 
together so people can get the right care 
when they need it.” 

West Essex PCT nursing and modernisa¬ 
tion director Jenny Minihane claimed the 
trust was aware of patients’ concerns and 
had begun working towards resolving the 
problems.

T HE antics and 

gimmicks of former 
Harlow shopkeeper 
Bernie Walker will be well 
known to Nostalgia readers 
but I’m afraid this 
particular tale from the 
one-time “world’s most 
famous newsagent’s” has a 
particularly sad conclusion. 
We all know about the risks of 
smoking now and initiatives to 
turn people off the habit are 
nothing unusual. 

But in 1968, attitudes were not 
quite so enlightened and so a 
creative effort by Bernie to get his 
customers to quit hit the headlines 
in much of the national press. 

Under the banner “Tobacco man 
wages war on smoking”, the 
London Evening Standard was just 
one of the titles to report his one- 
man crusade, which involved trying 
to persuade customers to purchase 
gobstoppers instead. 

Rather more starkly, Bernie erected 
a large sign reading “We sell 
cigarettes ... and last will and 
testament forms ” and duly placed a 
stack of the documents on his 
counter, alongside two boxes of 
cotton wool, one heavily 
discoloured with tobacco smoke. 
And in a macabre final touch, a 
model of a gallows with a 
hangman’s noose was put up as 
well. 

Bernie told Nostalgia that although 
many thought he was mad to 
damage his own trade, there was 
actually a financial incentive behind 
the idea. 


“People were starting to talk about 
the dangers of smoking, my wife 
Janis and I wanted to stop, and it all 
came together - the gobstoppers for 
cigarettes campaign was born.” 
Bernie doesn’t know how many 
customers he persuaded to give up - 
Janis managed for a while. 

Ironically though, he was unable to 
pack in his own 40-a-day habit. 

Now aged 77, Bernie is suffering 


from incurable lung cancer. He 
reflects: “I suppose I should have 
listened to my own advice but, as 
many people will realise, once you 
start smoking it’s easier said than 
done to stop. 

“I’m only glad that people are much 
more aware of the risks today than 
when I was a boy and first picked 
up the habit. In those days, if you 
didn't smoke, people thought there 
was something wrong with you.”

Estates in line for face-lift 


THREE estates in the Staple Tye 
area of Harlow are to be spruced 
up. 

The improvement programme, 
the response to a survey of resi¬ 
dents conducted in August, will 
see more than £338,000 spent on 
Aylets Field, Copshall Close and 
The Briars. Works will include 
renewing broken paving, 


installing barriers to prevent nui¬ 
sance motorcycling and repair¬ 
ing planters. 

In addition, council-owned 
properties will benefit from 
external repainting, redecoration 
of window frames, fascias, sof¬ 
fits and cladding. 

The work should be complet¬ 
ed by January.

HUNDREDS of people could 
lose money as part of a radi¬ 
cal shake-up of planning 
laws designed to cut red tape 
for home owners, it was 
claimed this week. 

Harlow-based architect Mark 
Cotton sounded the warning after 
housing minister Caroline Flint 
succeeded in getting proposals 
through Parliament to relax 
home improvement restrictions. 

The laws, which came into force 
yesterday (Wednesday), revise the 
guidelines which let people build 
extensions, among other things, with¬ 
out the need for planning permission. 

But Mr Cotton, who runs 
Architecture And Design Services, 
in Parndon Wood, said the way the 
changes have been presented may 
lead to confusion and warned that 
people who do not fully look into the 
new laws could have to pull down 
extensions. 

“The Government is trying to put

forward the perception that they have 
relaxed the rules to allow anyone to 
extend at the rear of their properties 
without requiring any consent from 
the local authority or neighbours. In 
reality, there are still a significant 
number of restrictions that apply,” he 
said. 

“For example, if you are within 
2m of a neighbour’s property, any 
extension has to be, in effect, single 
storey; and there are other obliga¬ 
tions, not least under the Part Wall 


etc Act 1996, that have to be com¬ 
plied with. 

“My concern is that people will 
build extensions without the appro¬ 
priate professional guidance and 
subsequently will have to apply for 
retrospective approvals or, worse 
case, they will find themselves hav¬ 
ing to demolish their extensions, 
thus losing money.” 

Mr Cotton also highlighted that, 
whilst the legislation does make it 
easier for people to convert their 
lofts, restrictions remain which have 
to be observed. 

It is thought the new laws, which 
also introduce requirements for plan¬ 
ning approval for new, paved drive¬ 
ways measuring 5sq m or over, 
unless made of a permeable 
surface, will mean up to 80,000 
domestic extensions will not have to 
pass through the planning system 
each year, saving the country up to 
£50m. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell has wel¬ 
comed the changes, claiming they 
will make it easier for families to 
improve their homes. 

However, he added: “We need to 
ensure that people are clear on the 
new guidelines and I will be pressing 
the Government also on this.”

The new food hygiene rating system that helps you find the best places to eat in Harlow 


From 6th October 2008 consumers in Harlow will be able to quickly find out how clean and well-run their 
local cafes or restaurants are, through the new 'scores on the doors' scheme. 

The 'scores on the doors' scheme enables consumers to make more informed choices about the places 
from which they purchase food, by going to Harlow Council’s website: www.harlow.gov.uk where you will 
be able to look up the star rating achieved by all businesses included in the scheme. 

Most food businesses, including all restaurants, cafes and take-aways will be listed along with the scores 
they have been awarded, which range between: 0 Stars (very poor) and 5 Stars (excellent). 



Harlow Council’s Environmental Health staff inspect food businesses on a regular basis to ensure that 
they meet the legal requirements on food hygiene and safety. Under the 'scores on the doors' scheme, 
each food outlet is given a score that reflects the inspection findings and focuses on structure, hygiene 
and confidence in management. Certificates will be issued and Harlow Council is encouraging 
businesses to display this at the point of sale. 

Similar schemes are already operating across the UK and not only provide information to consumers but 
can also encourage businesses to enter into competition with their competitors and raise their hygiene 
standards. The Environmental Health Service will continue to provide support to businesses that wish to 
improve their star rating.

HARLOW has a new and fresh way of 
enjoying art and the hidden beauty of its 
rural backwaters. 

A sculpture trail has been officially opened 
on the Stort Navigation towpath between 
Parndon Mill and the Gibberd Garden. 

Along the three-and-a-half mile trail are four 
installations at each of the locks - Parndon, Burnt 
Mill, Latton and Harlow Mill - and a glass and 
metal walkway spans the weir at Parndon Mill. 
The walkway was designed by artist Alan 
Freeman, with glass inserts created by 
craftswoman Karen Murphy, both of whom are 
based at the Mill's gallery. 

The project was jointly funded by the 
Government and Harlow Council, and forms part 
of a £lm improvement to the walkway between 
the Mill and Roydon. 

Harlow Council deputy chairwoman Edna 
Stevens officially opened the walkway last 
Thursday and said: “This project draws on the 
long tradition within Harlow of locating sculpture 
in public spaces. 

“There are over 60 works for local residents and 
visitors to enjoy around the town, but these are 
the first sculptures specially commissioned for the 
waterway. 

“The sculptures, along with the improvements to

Evelyn Waugh’s magnum opus has 
never been adapted for the big screen 
before. 

ITV’s lavish and critically adored 1981 mini¬ 
series held viewers spellbound for 11 hours 
as it explored the book’s tortured emotions 
in such fine detail that a two-hour distillation 
of all that longing and regret has always 
seemed rather pointless. 

Unperturbed, director Julian Jarrold and 
scriptwriters Jeremy Brock and Andrew Davies 
collaborate on this chocolate box interpretation, 
which follows its predecessor’s lead by shooting 
on location at Castle Howard in Yorkshire. 
Visually, at least, this Brideshead Revisited takes

the breath away. Alas, the script barely makes our 
hearts flutter, let alone skip a beat. 

Waugh’s sprawling saga of doomed love across 
class and religious divides begins with army 
officer Charles Ryder (Matthew Goode) 
reminiscing about his turbulent past. 

As a shy, middle-class student at Oxford 
University, Charles is taken under the wing of 
cousin Jasper (Richard Teverson), who warns 
him against fraternising with lushes like Sebastian 
Flyte (Ben Whishaw). 

Curiosity piqued, Charles accepts an invitation to 
join the aristocrat’s inner circle, forging an 


intimate bond with the fey, fragile student who 
describes himself as “the family shadow”. 
Sebastian invites his new friend to the childhood 
estate, Brideshead, where Charles meets the 
formidable Lady Marchmain (Emma Thompson) 
and Sebastian’s sister Julia (Hayley Atwell). 

The two young men grow close, culminating in a 
brief kiss, but a trip to Italy to visit Sebastian and 
Julia’s father Lord Marchmain (Michael Gambon), 
and his mistress (Greta Scacchi) sparks a betrayal 
that will drive apart Charles and the prodigal Flyte 
forever. 

Brideshead Revisited never escapes the shadow 
of the television series, condensing Waugh’s text 
into a simplistic menage a trois, riven by Catholic 
guilt, while sacrificing too many peripheral 
characters and textual subtleties to make this an 
affair to remember.

Spreading a little Christmas fear 


P2 

(Palisades Tartan, 18, retail) 

Alexandre Aja sits in the producer’s chair for this 
tight, well-crafted thriller and shows the same ability 
to breathe fresh life into familiar material he 
demonstrated in his remarkably effective, brutal 
remake of The Hills Have Eyes. 

Workaholic Angela (Rachel Nichols) is clocking up 
the office hours on Christmas Eve and is just about 
the last person in the building when she discovers her 
car’s died on one of the underground parking levels 
and she’s locked in. 

Friendly security guard Thomas (Wes Bentley) is on 
hand to lend assistance, but when he can’t get the 
engine started and invites her to instead spend the 
holiday sharing his simple Christmas fayre in the 
basement, you know it’s not good. 

Rendered unconscious and waking up handcuffed to 
a chair in a cleavage-enhancing evening gown, 
Angela’s just at the start of a long and desperate night 
of torment. 

Nicholas makes a great job of playing the plucky, 
resourceful and largely uncowed heroine, a 
convincing change of pace in what could otherwise 
be dull run-through of a thousand other nutter-on- 
the-loose movies. 

And Bentley’s persecutor is an apt foil, a superficially 
charming psychopath who just wants a little 
company and really can’t see anything wrong in 
terrorising the object of his affection or carrying out 
brutal murders to get it. 

Director Franck Khalfoun used this fairly familiar set¬ 
up to subvert expectations and relies more on 
creeping menace and the creepy location to wind 
viewers in tight, although there are a couple of 
explosively bloody moments that might have the 
more sensitive flinching behind their hands. 

Extras include a making-of and a profile of the 
director, plus an interesting commentary track.

HOW THE WEST WAS WON: ULTIMATE 
COLLECTOR’S EDITION 

(Warner Home Video, PG, retail) 

This sprawling 1962 epic was one of only two 
narrative features made in the revolutionary 
wraparound three-screen Cinerama process and is 
released here in a beautifully restored print. 

Cinerama was a pioneering widescreen format, with 
images from three separate projectors blended on a 
large curved screen for the ultimate experience in 
audience involvement, but adjusting it for screening 
in more conventional media always left visible joins. 
This restoration has done away with all but the 
occasional ghost of them, allowing audiences now to 
get a sense of the epic grandeur of the film when it 
first came out (although condensing the images to a 
letterboxed layout does give some shots a 
pronounced fish-eye lens look) . 

Following the development of the American West via 
four generations, from intrepid pioneers and the 
taming of the wilderness to the strife of the civil war 
and the eventually triumph of order over lawlessness, 
How The West Was Won showcases the work of 
some of the genre’s most iconic and important film¬ 
makers and actors, including John Ford, John Wayne, 
Henry Fonda, James Stewart, Debbie Reynolds, 
Gregory Peck, Lee J Cobb, Richard Widmark, Spencer 



Tracy (as the narrator), Karl Malden, George Peppard 
and Eli Walach. 

As you’d expect from a film of this era, the history can 
be a little blinkered and makes no mention of the 
methodical extermination of the Native Americans, 
the rapacious cattle barons or the wholesale land- 
grabs of the Mexican war. 

It’s really all about spectacle, and on that front it 
delivers in spades; appropriately enough for the epic 
format in which it was first shown, just about every 
shot is composed as an epic vista and the Dakota 
Badlands, Utah’s Monument Valley, the High Sierra 
Mountains in California and a dozen other wild 
locations have seldom looked so magnificent. 

This three-disc set spreads the movie over the first 
two, along with a thoroughly entertaining 
commentary by several film and music historians 
(plus a stunt man), while the third disc features the 
fascinating 2002 documentary Cinerama Adventure, 
detailing the development and use of the format. 

Also released by Warner Home Video this week is 
Errol Flynn: The Warner Bros Western Collection, a 
three-disc box set comprising Montana, Rocky 
Mountain and San Antonio plus a variety of extras.

DANGEROUS PARKING 

(Anchor Bay Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Sliding Doors director Peter Howitt bravely puts it all 
on the line in this adaptation of Stuart Browne’s book, 
serving as screenwriter, producer, director and star. 
He’s not just brave because it’s such a burden to 
juggle, but brave too because the story of the decline, 
rise and decline of indie film director Noah Arkwright 
is seldom a sympathetic one. 


In short, Noah’s an irredeemable ass, a snide and 
cynical alcoholic lost in a hedonistic blur of booze, 
drugs and casual sex; we first meet him screaming 
abuse at an AA meeting before legging it. 

Luckily, a recovered alcoholic and his best friend Ray 
(the ever-dependable Sean Pertwee) steer him into 
rehab, giving him back something approaching 
sobriety (albeit a painfully grey version) until he 
meets dream girl Clare (Saffron Burrows) and finds in 
her a rock on which to rebuild his life ... ah, but then 
there’s the persistent cancer. 

It’s really not a nice story, but then Noah’s really not a 
nice person; capable of being viciously cruel and 
selfish while seeking to undercut his evident self-pity 
with a scathing flood of sarcasm, he can be acidly 
funny when he’s on form but about as welcome as a 
drunk on a night bus when he starts coming over all 
confessional. 

Howitt does a solid job as director, employing jittery 
camera moves and fun moments of high stylisation, 
and he’s totally believable in roaring-drunk-idiot Noah 
mode. His difficulty, and it’s one he doesn’t really 
overcome, is that Noah’s such an dislikeable 
character that it’s hard to muster any real sympathy 
for his third-act battles with bladder cancer - it just 
feels as if life is treating him with the same glib 
contempt he’s always shown others. 

It doesn’t really help that Burrows, while very easy on 
the eye, struggles to convince as an actress, nor that 
the film wanders off briefly into a pointless cul-de-sac 
when Noah grows jealous of his wife’s best friend. 

But overall, Howitt makes it work again all the odds, 
and along with a rash of belly laughs it hits home for 
daring to tackle such themes with a cocky sneer on its 
scatological lips and not a Vaseline tear in sight.

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Seventh Fiesta heaven 



W ITH 12 million 
Ford Fiestas 
already sold across 
the world, the 

latest model has a lot to live 
up to — and it’s been 
carefully designed to succeed. 

It’s lighter, yet stiffer, greener and 
cheaper to run. It’s also safer and 
better to drive even than the Mazda2 
supermini, with which it shares a 
common platform. This car 
represents Ford’s future - in more 
ways than one. 

The Fiesta, whose lineage goes back 
to 1976, has always been the car that 
signified the health of the 
supermini sector. It was always 
there or thereabouts when buyers 
were drawing up shortlists and it 
was usually the best car in its class 
to drive by quite some margin. The 
most recent, sixth-generation car 
was again a great drive but lacked 
the quality modern cabin of the 
best cars in its class. This seventh- 
generation Fiesta looks to have 
covered those bases. 

So, what’s it like? Well, the first 
thing you’ll notice is that there’s 
nowhere to put your key, Ford 
having switched to one of those 
trendy ‘Power’ buttons which you 
press to start. It’s easier to get 
comfortable at the wheel than it was 
in the old car thanks to the 
improved seating and rake/reach

wheel adjustment. Peace of mind 
comes with the news that this is the 
first Ford small car to feature a 
driver’s knee airbag, along with side 
airbags and optional curtain 
airbags. 

On the road, the car has a more 
solid feel, despite the fact it’s 40kg 
(881b) lighter. Electrically assisted 
power steering makes its debut, and 
while this may have enthusiasts 
groaning, the technology has come 
on leaps and bounds, the feeling no 
longer being as if you were at the 
wheel of a PlayStation. We 
particularly liked the ‘Stall 
Prevention’ feature, designed to help 
in low-speed manoeuvres by 
altering the engine’s ignition profile 
and preventing that embarrassing 
stalling moment when there’s a 
queue of traffic behind you. 

Engine choices start with the 
familiar 60PS 1.25 and 90PS 1.4-litre 
Duratec petrol units. Also carried 
over is the old frugal, if rather 
leisurely, 68PS 1.4-litre TDCi. 

Above this level, things start to get a 
bit more interesting. Ford has been 
doing a bit of work on the old 
model’s 90PS 1.6-litre TDCi 
Duratorq engine, with the result 
that you can now order it in 


ECOnetic form, in which it emits 
just 99g/km of CO 2 , making it 
exempt from UK road fund duty. 
Other superminis look like 
lumbering 4x4s in comparison. 

At the other end of the scale, Ford is 
keen to reassure driving enthusiasts 
that it hasn’t forgotten them either, 
with introduction of a 120PS 1.6- 
litre T-VCT petrol powerplant that 
makes 60mph in 9.9 seconds, used in 
plusher models including the sporty 
Zetec-S. 

If you go by the maxim that if 


something looks right, it is right, 
then you’ll probably like the latest 
Fiesta. It’s offered in three- and five- 
door body styles and both are tidy 
pieces of styling. 

Penned by a British-led team headed 
up by Martin Smith, it adheres to 
the ‘kinetic design’ philosophy of 
modern Fords, with details such as 
sleek, wrap-around headlamps, bold, 
pronounced wheel-arch lips and a 
strong bodyside beltline to create a 
dynamic look, even when the car’s 
stationary. 


The front end features a sliver of a 
grille with a big trapezoidal air 
intake below. The rear end features 
huge light clusters that smear 
round onto the flanks, freeing up 
space for a very wide hatch 
aperture. 

The fascia is radically different, the 
twin-cowled instrument cluster and 
boldly jutting centre console with a 
winged effect for the minor controls 
being a far cry from the somewhat 
utilitarian grey plastics of this car’s 
predecessor. 

Ford’s ‘mobile phone-inspired’ 
Convers+ infotainment system is 
also offered. There’s reasonable, if 
not outstanding, stowage space, the 
boot capable of swallowing 295 
litres, and ingenious storage areas 
abound, including charging points 
for mobiles and MP3 players. 

Prices range from £8,695 to £12,095. 
Trim levels start with Studio, rising 
through Style and Style-i- to the low- 
running cost-ECOnetic model. 

Zetec, as before, is expecting to be 
popular, likely to account for around 
35 per cent of sales, while sporty 
drivers get the 3-door-only Zetec-S, 
offered either with 1.6-litre TDCi 
diesel power or the 1.6-litre Duratec 
Ti-VCT petrol unit. 

Overall, a pragmatic mix between 
tried and tested elements that are 
cost-effective and shiny new details 
that gel extremely well.
